

Mayor backs ‘one issue per

AXMINSTER Mayor Douglas Hull says 
restricting public forum at town council 
meetings will not erode the democratic 
process as there are efficient alternatives 
available. 

Regular town council attendee David Samways 
slammed the mayor for only allowing one issue 
per person, saying: “What is the point of having a 
council meeting open to the public if you are not 
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allowed to say anything? That is what the town 
council used to be about: answering people’s ques¬ 
tions. 

“You are not going to encourage people to come 
to council if there are no questions.” 

Town forum is the part of the meeting where 
members of the public can address councillors by 
raising matters of concern and ask questions. 

The duration of town forum has always been “at 
the discretion of the mayor,” but previous post 
holders have - albeit sometimes reluctantly - al¬ 
lowed more than one issue per person. 

But Mayor Douglas Hull introduced the one item 
per person rule when installed last month. 

He told Pulman’s View: “Town forum is open to 
the mayor's pleasure. I had to make my mind up as 
to whether or not we sit there and go through nu¬ 
merous things stoked up for a month. 

“We have a council to run and sometimes the 





questions go on and on.” 

He stressed that he has a weekly surgery on 
Thursday mornings in the Guildhall, and that the 
town council office is staffed by people who are 
happy to log any issues and subsequently inform 
himself or involve any other relevant person or au¬ 
thority. 

Mr Samways, who himself is no stranger to rais¬ 
ing more than one taxing issue per meeting, admits 
that some meetings have dragged on, but he thinks 
that it is a price worth paying. 

He said: “Yes, sometimes they (meetings) have 
dragged on. But I thought they would have to listen 
to everyone - that is what it is all about.” 

The mayor added: “I think I am reasonable about 
it. If approached before a meeting about emergen¬ 
cies, I will allow more than issue. 

“I have pointed out I have a weekly surgery and 
people can come into the office. The council is 
there for more than one night a month. 

“Things shouldn't fester for three weeks. I’m 
dealing with abandoned cars at the moment be¬ 
cause the people concerned didn’t wait until the 
next meeting, but called me.”

From the editor’s chair 
Letting the public speak 



AS a critic of local government, people have 
often said to me “instead of moaning about it, 
why don’t you put up for council yourself"? 

That would be a bit difficult in East Devon as I 
don’t live in the area - but I did try it once in my 
home town, serving for one four-year period 
and rising to the dizzy heights of mayor for one 
year. In fact, I was the town’s youngest mayor 
at 34, a rather dubious record I still hold. 

It was much easier being a councillor in those 
days. There was very little politics around and 
there was much less consultation with - and 
scrutiny by - the public. If you did a poor job, you 
got voted out at the next election. 

Today, the electorate have a much greater say, 
particularly during public sessions at council 
meetings where they have their own forum. 

We like these sessions because they often 
produce better stories than the council debates. 

But they often add greatly to how long a coun¬ 
cil meeting takes. The new town mayor in 
Axminster, Douglas Hull, has put his foot down 


and is allowing a member of the public to 
speak only on one subject, encouraging them 
to attend his weekly surgery and not allowing 
problems to fester for three weeks. 

Brave man!

HEARTFELT tributes have been paid to one of 
Ottery St Mary’s most dedicated community 
champions, John Gaffney, who died suddenly 
of a heart attack last week. 

Friends, family members and readers of his 
monthly parish magazine, the Ottery Gazette, 
remembered him as a “true gentleman” and a 
selfless community servant dedicated to the 
town. 

Local councillors, business owners and com¬ 
munity leaders were united in honouring an 
“irreplaceable” individual who played a huge 
part in supporting the town’s clubs and organ¬ 
isations and was made ‘Citizen of the Year’ in 
2014. 

Mayor of Ottery, Councillor Glyn Dobson, said 
Mr Gaffney’s death would be a “great loss” to 
the town. 

“John will be truly missed,” he said. 


“MINDLESS” vandals have caused hundreds of 
pounds worth of damage to unique floral dis¬ 
plays in Blackmore Gardens - just a few weeks 
before Britain in Bloom judges arrive to inspect 
the town.

An intricate ‘Wind in the Willows' display, fea¬ 
turing a half-ton toad sculpture, was ripped up 
and thrown to the ground overnight on Monday, 
less than 24 hours after a Loch Ness Monster 
figure was also knocked down. 

Sidmouth in Bloom volunteers, who spent the 
following day replanting the displays, say up to 
£200 worth of damage was caused. 

“This is mindless destruction,” said Lynette 
Talbot, chairman of the Sidmouth in Bloom 
committee.

Old Legion building 
is an 'awful eyesore' 


HONITON’S derelict Royal British Legion build¬ 
ing has become an “awful eyesore” that will 
blight the town unless urgent action is taken 
to develop the site, frustrated residents have 
warned. 

The former community hall - one of Honi- 
ton’s most distinctive and popular venues - 
has fallen into a state of severe disrepair and is 
now being monitored by police. 

Almost four years after it was suddenly 
closed, angry residents are seeking answers 
about the building’s future. 

They say the neglected hall is being “laid to 
waste” and that it reflects badly on the town. 

Tony Smith, 76, a former member of the Le¬ 
gion's Honiton branch, lives in Ashleigh Road 
only a few hundred yards from the building. He 
said he was saddened to see it in its current 
condition. 

“I grew up in east London during the Second 
World War. My father was away fighting and 
we didn’t see much of him, but when he came 
home one of the first things he did was re-en- 
list at the local Legion club,” he said. 

‘ ‘Here in Honiton it was a real part of the com¬ 
munity. There was an elderly lady who lived 
near me who had her lunch there every day. 
When they closed it down she didn’t know 
what to do. That was the impact it had. 

“It's now absolutely derelict and for a long 
time the main entrance was a tip. I'm quite 
surprised the town council has done nothing 
about it. 

“It’s a real worry for the people who live 
nearby - they have no idea what's going on 
there.” 

Chris Sinden, president of the Honiton 
branch, added: ‘ ‘The building is just laying there 
wasting. We are very frustrated about it. There 
is also some civic concern about it and we are 
keeping our fingers on the pulse - but unfor¬ 
tunately we are powerless.”

Crumbling wall 
causes traffic chaos 


STONEY Lane in Axminster is expected to be shut 
until some point at the end of the week. 

The closure, which has caused traffic disruption, 
was forced by fears that a house wall could collapse 
onto the road. 

East Devon District Council has entered the unoc¬ 
cupied property under emergency powers, and a 
spokesperson said on Thursday June 18th: “As sus¬ 
pected, the wall is in imminent danger of failing and 
so work will commence today on the demolition of 
a three-metre length of the wall from essentially 
road level up to the eaves. 

“Unfortunately this work is more extensive than 
was originally envisaged. 

“However, once the work is complete the wall will 
be safe in the medium/long term enabling the own¬ 
ers plenty of time to undertake the reconstruction 
of the wall or other works as appropriate. 

“All being well the road will re-open at the end of 
the week with no temporary cordoning or any re¬ 
strictions in place." 

The deteriorating and unoccupied building has 
been on the radar of the authorities for some time. 

A spokesperson for East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) said: “We have been closely monitoring the 
condition of the wall for about six months now. 

“Duringthis timethe wall has shown a slow decline 
in its condition and was being treated as a non¬ 
emergency case as it was not considered to be dan¬ 
gerous. 

“However, as the wall has declined, greater meas¬ 
ures have been necessary to prevent a danger to 
the public. 

"A few weeks ago the area of the highway imme¬ 
diately adjacent to the wall was cordoned off to pro¬ 
tect the public as a result of us working with Devon 
County Council (DCC). 

“Under the legislation we are required to take the 
minimum measures necessary to protect the public 
and for a while this cordoning was providing the nec¬ 
essary protection while we pursued the owners of 
the property. 

“We initially had some success in contacting the 
owners of the wall and it appeared that action would 
be taken to address the situation, but no action was 
forthcoming. We now understand that this was a re¬ 
sult of a death in the family." 

EDDC embarked on the route of obtaining a court 
order, but the urgent nature of the issue means ac¬ 
tion could be taken quicker. 

The spokesperson explained: “We had com¬ 
menced work to obtain a warrant from a local mag¬ 
istrate to enter the premises to assess the condition 
of the wall in greater detail and evaluate the neces¬ 
sary works with a view to serving a formal notice to 
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require the owners to undertake the required works. 
However, the condition of the wall has declined 
markedly. 

“Unfortunately, the owners are currently not in a 
position to undertake the necessary works. 

“As a result of the risk to public safety this matter 
has been escalated to an emergency case and it has 
been necessary for DCC to close the road. 

“The use of our emergency powers allows us to 
now enter the site without the need for a warrant 
and to undertake the necessary works ourselves. 

“We appreciate that some people in the town have 
been frustrated due to a perceived lack of action in 
this case. 

“Unfortunately our powers are quite limited unless 
the wall is a danger to the public and only become 
really strong when there is an imminent danger, as 
there now is. 

“We have therefore throughout this process taken 
action that was proportionate to the risk to public 
safety and commensurate with the powers avail¬ 
able to us. 

“We hope that the residents of Axminster will un¬ 
derstand this and will tolerate the inconvenience of 
the road closure and any disruption our contractors 
cause in making the wall safe." 



Beds to return to Axminster 
Hospital end of next month 


IN-PATIENT hospital beds will reopen at Axminster 
Community Hospital on Wednesday, July 29th after 
a successful recruitment campaign. 

Last month it was announced that enough nurses 
had been found to reopen 16 beds, and the precise 
date has now been set. 

A statement issued by Axminster Hospital League 
of Friends and Axminster Hospital Action Group said: 
“We, together with Northern Devon Healthcare NHS 
Trust (NDHT), are pleased to be able to announce that 
the in-patient beds are set to return to Axminster 
Community Hospital. 

“Staff will have in-house training for two days from 
July 27th before patients are admitted on the 29th. 

“It has been a hard-fought campaign which has re¬ 
sulted in this success and a great deal of joint working 
and recruitment with NDHT 

“This would not have been possible without mas¬ 
sive support from the community, who have whole¬ 
heartedly supported the League of Friends and the 
action group and no doubt will continue do so. 

“We are very grateful too for the existing staff who 
have continued to work in uncertain times, those who 


are returning after working in other local hospitals 
and we extend a very warm welcome to all the new 
members of staff.” 

An open day will be held on a date to be confirmed 
to show off the hospital. 

The joint statement explained: “The local commu¬ 
nity will always give their support and help in any way 
they can. 

“There will be an opportunity to see a large part of 
the hospital including the Conybere unit.” 

The recruitment campaign was made possible by 
the League of Friends offering £300,000 for the beds 
to be reinstated at Axminster. 

• THE final decision on the long-term future of in¬ 
patient hospital beds at Axminster will also be taken 
in July. 

NDHT is contracted by NEW Devon CCG to manage 
a string of community hospitals - but this arrange¬ 
ment could change if the latter decides to concentrate 
in-patient beds to a smaller number of hospitals. 

A proposal to do just that proved extremely unpop¬ 
ular in Axminster, and has been fiercely opposed by 
the League of Friends and hospital action group.

Next phase of 

WORK on a new phase of the Stop Line Way 
walking and cycling route, between Seaton and 
Colyford, got under way on Monday, June 8th, 
writes Anders Larsson. 

Devon County Council says it will take 16 
weeks to complete the one-kilometre off-road 
connection from the cemetery, near Marsh 
Lane, in Seaton, to Colyford Common, near the 
junction of Seaton Road/Popes Lane in Coly¬ 
ford. 

The route was granted planning permission in 
September 2011. 

Councillor Stuart Hughes, Devon County 
Council Cabinet Member for Highway Man¬ 
agement, said: “This is another important step 
in the development of The Stop Line Way as it 
continues to take shape, and this trail is a major 
asset in Devon’s growing cycle network. 

“When The Stop Line Way is complete it will 
provide a link which will offer locals and visi¬ 
tors with the opportunity to explore this part of 
our county, and to walk and cycle safely be¬ 
tween towns and villages. This route will also 
provide better access to Seaton Marsh Local 
Nature Reserve.” 

The Stop Line Way is part of the National 
Cycle Network, Route 33. 

The proposed route closely follows, and is 
named after, the Second World War defences 
built following the evacuation of the Allies from 
Dunkirk as the Devon and Cornwall coast was 
considered too long to defend. 

Many of the concrete pillboxes and anti-tank 
gun emplacements remain along the line and 
can be seen from parts of the cycle route. 

Councillor Sara Randall Johnson (Honiton St 
Michael’s Ward), said: “I’m delighted that work

Councillor Jim Knight (Seaton Coastal Ward) 
was equally enthusiastic and commented: “It’s 
great to see this long-awaited facility coming to 
fruition to bring visitors into Seaton and the sur¬ 
rounding villages. 

“It will also provide a safer way of walking to 
the cemetery that has been long awaited, as 
there are areas within Seaton that have no pave¬ 
ment. 

“Families will be able to enjoy a morning or 
day out with the knowledge that their children 
will be in a safe environment.” 

The Stop Line Way is being developed in sec¬ 
tions for ease of delivery. 

Previous sections of the trail, which have al¬ 
ready been completed, are: Trafalgar Way, 
which opened in December 2009; Aldercar, 
under the A35 into Kilmington parish, which 
has been in use since September 2011; and 
Cloakham to Weycroft which opened in De¬ 
cember 2012. 

In Devon, the route stretches from Seaton 
Promenade to the county boundary passing 
through Axminster and will be a largely traffic- 
free footway and cycleway. 

A key link will be with Axminster Railway 
station. When complete the trail will form a 70 
mile link from the Bristol Channel to Lyme Bay, 
passing through Devon, Somerset, and Dorset. 

Work on the Seaton to Colyford stretch is 
being carried out by JTT Contracting Ltd.

COLYFORD and District Flower Club 
held an open meeting on June 2nd at 
Colyford Memorial Hall, where na¬ 
tional demonstrator Margaret Fairhurst 
was welcomed. 

Margaret has always loved flowers 
and started arranging in 1971. From 
then on, she has travelled around the 
world to exhibitions, competitions, 
shows and demonstrations and has a 
very wide knowledge. 

Her demonstration in Colyford was 
titled “Nature’s Beauty” and she started 
with a rustic basket with tall delphini¬ 
ums, ferns from the hedgerow, blue 
ceanothus, hosta leaves, lupins, alliums 
and peonies to form a lovely arrange¬ 
ment. 

She then used a very large piece of 
driftwood collected from the beach on 
an iron stand and used elaeagnus, fox¬ 
gloves, large heads of marble white 
prunus, oriental pink lilies, pink carna¬ 
tions, purple lisianthus with fascia and 
hosta leaves, all linked to a similar 
arrangement at the base by a purple 
clematis. 

The next display had a South African 
theme using a large cooking pot, tall 
phormium leaves, some dyed palm 
leaves, aspidistra and palm as a back¬ 
ground. Margaret then added orange 
roses and a pinky-orange proteus. 

Next came a red and green arrange¬ 
ment, using a stand surrounding an old 
heather root. Margaret used mostly 
greenery, such as fatsia, bougainvillea, 
phormium, completing the display with 
anastasia chrysanthemums and red 
roses in the centre. 


Margaret then used a very tall, glass 
vase with some purple sisal inside, with 
a cascade of vinca ivy, fine fern, hostas 
and variegated photinia. 

She then added lisianthus, lavender 
and a very unusual lavender colored 
rose called Ocean Spray. 

The final arrangement was a very 
large one using a china pot with spirrea, 
variegated euonymus, viburnum, al- 
chemilla mollis and hosta leaves and, 
creating a centre of colour, single pe¬ 
onies in cerise and peach avalanche 
roses. 

A vote of thanks was given by Janet 
Durrant. There was no member compe¬ 
tition this month but these will resume 
on July 7th with the theme ‘Gardeners’ 
World’. 

The meeting will be titled ‘Glorious 
Garden’ and the speaker will be 
Gretchen White from Bishopsteignton, 
at 2.15pm in Colyford Memorial Hall.

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In depth investiagtion needed into council's behaviour 


■ PULMAN’S View From on June 9th reported on my 
public speaking to EDDC’s full council, where the 
council chairman decided he did not wish to hear my 
concerns and stopped me from speaking. Since the 
council is not interested, I would like to summarise 
my concerns in a letter. 

The background to this is a Freedom of Information 
request submitted by East Devon resident Jeremy 
Woodward back in early 2013, seeking information 
on the council’s Knowle relocation project. The Free¬ 
dom of Information Act is designed to ensure that 
public bodies operate in an open and transparent man¬ 
ner by allowing citizens to request information, which 
the council is obliged to provide unless it qualifies 
under one of a limited number of exemptions. 

This request for information was refused by EDDC 
and a complaint to the Information Commissioner was 
upheld, but EDDC still did not want to publish infor¬ 
mation and appealed. The appeal was heard by a court 
in August 2014, and they finally issued a judgement 
in March 2015. In this judgement (which is available 
from the court’s website at http://goo.gl/emjOUY and 
which I encourage people to read for themselves and 
form their own opinions) says: 

“This tribunal takes the unusual and unfortunate step 
of commenting on the conduct of the appeal itself.... 
It was not until March 2015 that a fully legible copy 
of the disputed information was supplied and seemed 
to be complete. This is, in our collective experience, 
wholly exceptional and the time spent dealing with 
what we believe to be five different sets of disputed 
information is simply not a good use of the tribunal’s 
time nor fair, in terms of delay, to the requester. 

“Correspondence on behalf of the council, rather 
than ensuring the tribunal was assisted in its function, 
was at times discourteous and unhelpful including the 
statement that we had the most legible copies possi¬ 
ble. A statement, which was clearly inaccurate as sub¬ 
sequently, we have been provided with perfectly 
legible documents. 

“We believe this appeal could and should have been 
dealt with completely at the hearing in August 2014 
and the decision promulgated six months ago had the 
council discharged its responsibilities properly.” 


So, the tribunal wanted legible documents, but the 
council prevaricated, providing five different versions 
of certain documents (presumably of varying legibil¬ 
ity), and made a statement about the availability of 
legible versions which was later found to be inaccu¬ 
rate. (Or, as the “man on the omnibus” might say, they 
were caught out in a lie.) 

Moreover, since for some years documents have 
typically been provided electronically from which 
copies are freshly printed on laser printers when re¬ 
quired - the days of illegible carbon copies of type¬ 
written documents or poor quality photocopying are 
well past. So the “man on the omnibus” might reason¬ 
ably infer that the council deliberately created illegi¬ 
ble copies to submit to the court, and when the court 
insisted on legible copies they were in the end forced 
to supply them. 

I am not a lawyer, but it seems to me that submitting 
illegible documents when legible ones were available, 
perhaps even deliberately creating illegible versions, 
may be contrary to one or more laws and which needs 
to be investigated by an independent organisation. 

So imagine my surprise when the chief executive 
announced in council on May 27th that this would be 
investigated by the monitoring officer, who is also the 
head of the legal department - a decision with the po¬ 
tential for a significant conflict of interest since the 
legal department is likely to have been involved in the 
submission of evidence to the tribunal. 

What I wanted to know on June 3rd was why the 
council leadership felt it appropriate to have an inter¬ 
nal review by an officer with potential conflicts of in¬ 
terest rather than a police investigation into improper 
and possibly illegal behaviour - but unfortunately I 
was prevented from asking that. 

The court also considered the council to be “discour¬ 
teous and unhelpful” which delayed the judgement by 
“six-months” - giving the appearance that EDDC de¬ 
liberately prevaricated and subverted the court process 
in order to keep the information secret beyond the for¬ 
mal decision to relocate taken on March 25th. 

In a BBC Devon radio interview on June 4th, coun¬ 
cil leader Paul Diviani explained this away by saying 
that this was an individual and not the council itself 


that might (and only might) have been discourteous, 
and that the individual has apologised (with the pre¬ 
sumption that a private apology to the tribunal is suf¬ 
ficient to wipe the slate clean) - but we don’t know 
whether that individual was a councillor or a senior 
officer, and given the seriousness of the court’s com¬ 
ments most people might expect this individual to 
have gone through a more formal - and open - disci¬ 
plinary process. 

This court judgement was also followed a couple of 
weeks later by an entirely separate ICO Decision No¬ 
tice which was equally critical of the council’s behav¬ 
iour - yet at no point has there been any apology to 
the citizens wrongly refused this information. 

So, rather than have independent, open and trans¬ 
parent reviews of the tribunal’s “unusual and unfor¬ 
tunate” comments, we have an internal review by a 
potentially conflicted officer, and rather than a formal 


■ HOME Library Service volunteers choose 
books, CDs and “talking books” and deliver 
them to people who are no longer able to get to 
the library themselves.

It is very rewarding and is a great way to 
make friends, not only with the other volun¬ 
teers, but also with the people receiving the 
service. For the volunteers, just a couple of 
hours every two or three weeks can make 
such a difference to a housebound person. 

Our volunteers need to be keen readers, 
friendly and outgoing. RVS will pay travel and 


disciplinary hearing for the person who brought the 
council into serious disrepute by being “discourteous 
and unhelpful”, he makes a (conditional) apology and 
is allowed to stay anonymous and continue in office 
without any real consequences. So neither the council, 
nor the individuals concerned can or will be held to 
account for lies, false (and possibly falsified) evi¬ 
dence, delaying tactics and clear disrespect for the law 
and its due processes. 

These judgements show a council acting in a thor¬ 
oughly disgraceful manner to avoid being account¬ 
able, and whose response is to continue to avoid being 
held accountable. What is needed is an in-depth in¬ 
vestigation by a truly independent body in order to re¬ 
assure the public that our council is acting in a correct 
and responsible manner.

Through 
techniques such as GIS analysis, photo and map an¬ 
notation, environmental quality surveys and of course 


some statistics in the evenings, they investigated these 
issues and came to their own conclusions. 

This is a very intensive Geographical experience 
with students working from early morning until late 
into the evening. Throughout the trip the Woodroffe 


Sixth Form students demonstrated decision making 
skills and teamwork in order to collect and analyse 
their data. A big well done to the Sixth formers for 
working so hard and good luck to them all in their 
exams, they thoroughly deserve it. 

What is always evident is that although there are 
many exciting places to see and visit around the 
world, there are also as equally interesting Geograph¬ 
ical issues right on our doorstep. A stroll along the 
South West footpath can throw up some very inter¬ 
esting questions!

Daimler AG and responsible for Group Re¬ 
search and Mercedes-Benz Cars Development. 

The design philosophy behind the new GLC 
essentially favours sensual purity and a mod¬ 
ern aesthetic over the classic off-road look. 
The dynamic design exudes emotional appeal 
while also employing purist forms. Surfaces 
embodying a degree of tension and precise 
lines cite the clear design line followed by all 
state-of-the-art SUVs from Mercedes-Benz.
